Rev. Dr. Humphrey, late President of Am- 
herst College, has recently been lecturing on 
Colonization in this city. In his second lec- 
ture, he is reported in the Post, to have laid 
down the following propositions in support of 
the society : 

‘Ist, the blessings which the society held out to 
the colored population ; 2d, the good which it prom-, 
ises to our country; 3d, the hopes of the slaves in 
their ultimate freedom; 4th, the only remaining 
hope for the extermination of the A frican slave trade ; 


5th, the numberless blessings which it offers to be- 
stow on Africa.’

And two gen- 
tlemen of a different stamp, notwithstanding a resi- 
dence of many years in Europe, wore an aspect, 
which an observing Yankee could not fail to recog- 
nize as essentially American. Several gentlemen 
began, almost immediately, to make oyr acquaint- 
ance with inquiries about the state of affairs in Hay- 
ti, and especially the present relation of the French 
and the Spaniards toward each other. We were 
happy to assure them that hostilities had ceased, 
and that a little mutual concession and accommoda- 
tion was only wanting to heal the breach, which we 
believed to have been the legitimate result of inju- 
dicious legislation on the part of the Franciscans. 
Our voyage in the packet steamer ‘ Medway’ oc- 
cupied thirty-six hours. As the steamer entered 
the harbor of Kingston, she was momentarily de- 
layed at Port Royal, and several gentlemen came 
on board, among whom were Rev. Mr. Oughton, a 
distinguished Baptist clergyman of this city, and 
Rev. Mr. Angus, Secretary of the Baptist Mission- 
ary Society in England, who had arrived previous}g 
~ from Trinidad. On the evening of the day follows 
ing, a large meeting was attended at Mr. Oughton’s 
church, to welcome Messrs. Birrell .gnd. Angya- 
ored with an introduction to the people, as if, too, 
we had been in some sort, a deputation. We con- 
gratulate ourselves that our mission was self-ap- 
pointed,—that no such responsibilities are attached 
to our visit, as must be sustained by the brethren 
from England. Their position is one of extreme 
delicacy and importance. 
This ting was d chiefly by prayers 
and addresses from resident ministers, interspersed 
with three or four readings of Scripture, and more 
frequent singing than is common at similar meetings 
in our own country. The speakers deplored a gen- 
eral declension in the churches of the island, a wide 
departure from primitive purity, and practical god- 
liness, a want of union and co-operation among min- 
isters, and alarming indications of greater evils still 
tocome. There was every appearance of honesty 
and earnestness. Each prayer was responded to, 
by an unanimous ‘ Amen’ at its close, from the 
whole congregation, of which a large majority were 
blacks. To us, the meeting wasrefteshing. Com- 
ing from a Roman Catholic country, the very sight 
of a large and handsomely finished chapel, with its 
pulpit, and organ, and choir, but no pictures, im- 
ages, or candles—devoted to the worship, not of the 
virgin and the saints, but of the triune, and ever- 
lasting God,—even the sight of such a temple, so 
occupied, was refreshing and exhilarating. We 
felt assured, that whatever might be the present 
state of religion, a great and good work had been 
achieved.

The Salt of the Earth. 
There are numerous agencies in nature,

‘The Mico fund grew 
out of a bequest of £500, which was made many 
years ago by Lady Micé, fo redeem her country- 
men, who were thea enslaved in:Algiars ; but the 
British power shortly after compelled the surrender 
of the captives, so that the Money was not needed 
for the object designated.

That 
is, within thirty miles of the point of publica- 
tion, the exemption is taken off, and where 
papers are received through the mail, the 
charge is the same as to any distance within 
one hundred miles or within the State, which 
is one cent on each paper. Beyond thirty 
miles, the rates are the same as before. The 
greatest defect of the law is a charge of three 
cents on transient papers. But it is an offset 
to this that papers with subscribers’ names on 
them, can be sent out of the mail and over 
mail routes Within thirty miles of such a 
centre as Boston, it will be easy to obtain 


them, by private means. And beyond this 
distance, if the rod of law be removed out of
